Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1972. 

The  main  causes  of  death  in  descending  order  were  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation,  106  cases  (41%),  all  types  of  cancer,  47  cases 
(18%)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system,  40  cases  (16%), 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  256,  of  these  105 
(41%)  were  aged  75  and  over;  190  (74%)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  235  (92%) 
aged  55  and  over. 

The  water  undertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  Derbyshire 
Water  Board  and  Manchester  Corporation.  Results  of  sampling  are  sent 
regularly  to  this  office  and  the  closest  co-operation  has  been  maintained. 

ll,602meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infirm  during  the 
year.  This  most  useful  service  is  provided  by  the  W.R.V.S. 

I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during 
the  year.  I am  also  indebted  to  Miss  M.G.  Sharp,  the  Physiotherapist  to 
the  Chapel-en-le-Frith  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Service.

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Comparability  Factors 


Since  1954  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  "area  comparability  factor" 
for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a whole.  The  reason  for  this 
is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted 
to  take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the  area. 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor, 
they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

This  is  my  third  report  for  the  Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District 
Mobile  Physiotherapy  Service.  The  number  of  patients  treated  is  the  highest 
in  one  year  since  the  Service  commenced,  which  proves,  I think,  that  the 
doctors  are  satisfied  with  the  Service  provided. 

Most  of  the  patients  still  come  to  me  through  the  General  Practitioners 
but  this  year  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  re- 
ferred for  treatment  by  hospital  consultants. 

As  most  people  will  know,  in  the  re-organisation  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  the  accent  will  be  on  community  care,  with  the  possibility 
of  domiciliary  physiotherapy  being  provided  by  the  local  authorities. 

Whether  this  materialises  or  not  it  shows  quite  clearly  that  treatment  and 
care  for  patients  in  their  own  homes  is  becoming  more  and  more  important. 

This  applies  particularly  to  the  elderly  patients,  who  are  unanimous 
in  their  gratitude  for  treatment  at  home,  without  having  to  undergo  long 
and  arduous  ambulance  journeys. 

Onoe  again  the  conditions  treated  and  the  number  in  the  various  areas 
of  the  Rural  District  are  very  similar  to  last  year’s  report;  Chapel-en-le- 
Frith  has  quite  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  patients. 

In  conclusion,  may  I say  that  both  the  van  and  equipment  are 
functioning  well  and,  dare  I say  it,  I am  still  awaiting  problems  with  the 
weather. 
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Mr.  F.P.  Harrison,  the  Secretary  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District 
Home  Safety  Committee,  has  kindly  sent  me  the  following  report  on  the  activities 
of  the  Committee  during  the  year:- 

During  the  year  the  Committee  held  a successful  quiz  competition  on  all 
aspects  of  Home  Safety  which  involved  12  teams  from  adult  and  youth  organisations 
in  the  District. 

In  addition,  talks  were  given  to  youth  organisations  on  Home  Safety  and 
the  Committee's  film  "The  Researchers"  was  shown  to  adult  groups  and  schools. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  preparations  were  in  hand  for  a carnival  float  on 
fire  prevention  and  also  for  a drug  collection  campaign.

Senior  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report  on 
the  Environmental  Health  of  the  District  - 
1972 


I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1972. 

Details  of  the  various  sections  of  the  work  of  the 
Department  are  given  with  comments  where  appropriate. 

During  the  year  the  volume  of  work  required  to  be  under- 
taken by  the  Department  has  once  again  increased.  The  number 
of  improvement  grant  enquiries,  along  with  the  commencement  of 
a Housing  Survey  of  the  District,  has  been  the  principal  cause. 
There  has  also  been  considerable  involvement  with  the  Deposit 
of  Poisonous  Waste  Act,  1972. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  relative 
to  camping  and  caravan  sites  within  the  District  continued. 

Daily  inspections  of  all  known  sites  in  the  Hope  Valley  were 
made  from  April  to  September. 

Arrangements  are  in  hand  to  provide  mains  water  supplies 
to  Martinside  and  Sittinglow,  Higher  Crist  and  Higher  Chisworth. 

In  the  latter  two  cases  the  Council  has  agreed  to  meet  the 
guarantee  charges  by  the  respective  V/ater  Boards. 

Once  again  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Chief 
Officers  and  Staff  of  the  various  Departments,  for  their  co-opera- 
tion during  the  year.  To  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  are 
my  thanks  especially  due  for  their  support  and  enthusiasm  and  for 
their  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  statistical  informa- 
tion contained  in  this  Report.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  number  of  grants 
approved  during  the  year  has  increased.  The  75%  grant  has  given  an 
added  impetus  to  owners  to  modernise  their  sub-standard  houses.  More 
applications  are  made  for  the  extensive  discretionary  improvement 
scheme  which  attracts  a maximum  grant  of  £1,500. 

The  Department  has  commenced  a survey  of  properties  within  the 
District  and  where  houses  capable  of  improvement  are  found,  every 
effort  is  made  to  "sell"  an  improvement  grant  to  the  owner. 

Common  lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Rural  District.

Quarterly  sampling  of  milk  from  unaccredited  producer/retailers 
has  continued  during  the  year.  One  herd  was  found  to  be  infected, 
the  offending  cows  being  taken  from  the  herd.  Generally  speaking 
farmers  are  co-operating  in  securing  Brucella  free  milk  by  joining  the 
eradication  scheme  or  by  bringing  only  accredited  cows  into  their 
herds  or  by  requesting  the  Department  to  sample  the  milk  from  cows 
before  it  is  sold  to  the  consumer.

Where  adverse  results  were  obtained  those  using  the  supply  were 
advised  to  boil  all  drinking  water  and,  where  appropriate,  further 
advice  was  given  as  to  how  the  supply  may  be  rendered  pure. 

66  samples  from  private  water  supplies  and  one  sample  from  a 
public  supply  were  taken  for  chemical  examination. 

The  villages ? hamlets  and  areas  known  as  Martinside  and  Sittinglow, 
Kings terndale,  Cowdale,  Staden,  Higher  Crist,  Brandside  and  Chisworth 
are  still  without  piped  water  supplies.  The  Martinside  and  Sittinglow 
scheme  and  the  Higher  Crist  scheme  were  commenced  during  the  year.  A 
rural  water  supply  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  Chisworth  after  the 
Council  has  agreed,  to  provide  guarantees. 


SWIMHTG  POOLS 

The  Rising  Sun  Pool,  Thornhill  continues  to  operate.  Samples  of 
the  bath  water  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological 
examination. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES

The  Council  continued  its  efforts  to  regularise  the  use  of  land 
in  Edale  as  caravan  sites  by  requesting  the  operators  to  obtain  the 
relevant  consents.  This  problem  is  integrated  with  tented  camping 
which  in  turn  is  connected  with  the  tourism  in  the  Valley.  Daily 
inspections,  including  weekends,  were  carried  out  of  all  known  sites 
between  April  and  September.  One  operator  was  fined  for  a second  time 
under  Section  1 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
I960,  for  operating  a site  without  the  benefit  of  a Site  Licence. 

Five  tented  camping  site  licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 

The  daily  inspections  of  other  known  sites  were  continued  with  a 
view  to  bringing  all  regularly  used  camping  sites  into  control. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  (including  Dove  Holes). 
Chinley,  Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale 
and  the  hamlets  of  Simmondley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  with 
sev/erage  schemes. 

Work  on  the  Hope  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme  and  Bridgeholme  Green 
Sludge  Digestion  plant  was  completed  during  the  year.  A sewerage 
scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  villages  of  Sparrowpit  and  Peak 
Forest,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  implemented  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible.  Until  the  sewer  is  available  the  provision 
of  standard  amenities  at  the  majority  of  cottages  in  the  villages 
is  impracticable.

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  authorised  Petroleum  Officers 
under  the  above  Act,  carrying  out  inspections  of  existing  and  new 
installations  based  upon  the  current  Code  of  Principles,  At  the 
31st  December  there  were  46  licensed  premises.  Pour  petrol 
storage  tanks  were  pressure  tested  during  the  year  and  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory.  Close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the 
Eire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  Derbyshire  Eire  Service, 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  I960 

A total  of  24  complaints  were  received  of  alleged  noise 
nuisance  during  the  year.  All  were  investigated.  Eleven  of 
the  complaints  were  against  industrial  premises  and  related 
principally  to  fan  noise  and  blasting  disturbance  from  quarries. 
Two  complaints  related  to  commercial  premises  and  11  of  nuisance 
from  domestic  and  other  premises 


ANIMAL  BOARDING-  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

Licences  under  the  above  Act  are  held  by  6 persons.  Consulta- 
tions are  held  with  the  Eire  Authority  and  the  R.S.P.C.A.  when 
applications  are  made  under  the  Act.  Control  covers  such  items 
as  the  number  of  dogs/cats  which  are  allowed  to  be  kept,  the 
suitability  of  accommodation  for  the  animals  and  for  the  storage 
of  food,  protection  of  the  animals  in  the  case  of  infection, 
suitable  fire  precautions  and  the  licensee  shall  at  all  times 
keep  a register  of  all  animals  on  the  premises. 


DEPOSIT  OE  POISONOUS  WASTE  ACT,  1972 

This  statute  came  into  operation  along  with  supporting  legisla- 
tion during  the  year.  All  waste  regarded  as  being  toxic  or 
polluting  has  to  be  notified  to  the  local  authority  by  the  producer 
and  by  the  person  disposing  of  it.  Many  notifications  are 
received  in  respect  of  waste  lime  deposits  which  total  around 
2,600  tonnes/week.  Other  notifications  were  received  of  material 
to  be  tipped  at  an  industrial  waste  tip  at  Hayfield.  This  tip 
required  constant  surveillance  during  the  year.  In  October  a 
serious  fire  occurred  on  the  tip  which  caused  great  concern  to 
local  inhabitants.  Subsequently,  the  Council  has  authorised 
prosecution  against  the  Company  operating  the  tip. 
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GIPSIES  AND  OTHER  TRAVELLERS 


Groups  of  itinerants  again  stayed  in  the  District  during  the  year 
but  only  for  short  periods  of  time.  Ho  problems  were  experienced. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council’s  Rodent  Officer  has  effectively  dealt  with  all 
reported  infestations  of  both  vermin  and  insects  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment during  the  year.  Domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge. 

A charge  is  made  for  industrial  and  commercial  premises,  however, 
either  £8  or  £4,  depending  upon  the  nature  and/or  size  of  the 
business  or  trade.  After  the  Council  has  been  engaged  to  carry 
out  a treatment  the  charge  covers  all  treatments  carried  out  during 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  Rodent  Officer’ s duties  also  include  the  control  of  vermin 
and  insects  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tips,  sewage  works,  etc.,  the 
releasing  of  blockages  on  domestic  drainage  systems  and  generally 
assisting  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  carrying  out  their  duties.
